Dortald K. Richbcrg, general counsel 
for the NRA. I give you this cogent 
message taken from Mr. Rlchberg's 
speech before the Inland Daily Pi-ess 
association at Chicago February 20: 


It is my personal belief that 


there is a half-way house — a house 
of democratic co-operation 
and 


self-discipline — wsich lies between 
the anarchy of irresponsible indi- 
viduals and the tyranny of state 
socialism. That is why I am so 
deeply concerned with misrepre- 
sentations of the spirit and purpose 
and methods of the National Hc- 
covei-y Administration. Intelligent 
criticism is both inevitable and 
helpful. But the 
extremists of 


cither the Conservative Right or 
the Radical Left who may sincere- 
ly believe that there can bo no 
permanent middle ground, are not 


"~fflir, and""fre'(juemly '"jittl " sincere, 


when they deny that the Recovery 
Administration has laid the foun- 
dation of its program in that mid- 
dle ground, 


Tills is the adventure of the 


NRA — an effort 
to establish, 
in 


harmony with our traditions and 
our political institutions— and with- 
in the terms of our constitution — 
a machinery of industrial co-oper- 
ation through which the principles 
of self-govcnunent may be applied 
so as to bring order and security 
into the chaotic insecurity of mod- 
ern industrial operations.

And in the course of his Chicago 


Mr. Richbcrg answered a question I 
don't recall ever having been previ- 
ously answered — the question as to 
why the NRA had to be applied sim- 
ultaneously to all industry and com- 
merce instead of merely the basic in- 
dustries employing blocs of workers. 


The qupstiou was particularly puz- 


zling to 11 man in the daily newspaper 
publishing field, where short hours 
and good wages have obtained for 
many years, due in the larger cities 
lo the orgaiu'/iition of the printers, 
and in Die .smaller cities to the con- 
solidation of competing papers. Yet I 
think Mr. Richbcrg answers thus ques- 
tion effectively: 


It would luive been much easier 


to have experimented with a few 
major industries instead of try- 
ing to write codes of fair compe- 
tition for all trades and indus- 
tries in a few months. Indeed the 
speed and volume of tho work of 
the NRA has 
been 
largely tlio 


product not of design but of ne- 
cessity. 
In the- 
first 
weeks of 


administering the law it became 
apparent that it must bo applied 
universally or it would fail. 
So 


closely interwoven were all va- 
rieties ot commerce that it was 
wholly impractical to attempt the 
ostablisluneiit of minimum wages, 
maximum hours and fair trade 
practices in only a few industries. 


Competition was just as keen 


between industries as between in- 
dividual enterprises. 


The health of every industry de- 


pended very little on the buying 
power of its own workers and 
very much on the buying power of 
other workers. 


How could an industry agree to 


reemploy workers and to increase 
its payrolls, underwriting costs 
which could only be met through 
increased 
prices 
or 
increased 


volume of output, without assur- 
ance that its consumers in other 
industries would, at 
the same 


time, develop a greater purchas- 
ing power?

A blizzard swirling over the United 


States from Indiana east to the At- 
lantic coast Monday buried almost a 
quarter of the country under a blank- 
et of snow. 


Following Sunday's tornadoes which 


took n toll of 16 dead, the snowstorm 
caused new casualties. 


Six deaths were attributed to the 


blizzard. In addition, six men burn- 
ed to death in an early-morning fire 
in a small hotel at Utica, N. Y. All 
the victims were Italian-American 
workmen. 


A two-day search for the missing 


air liner ended Sunday night when 
its five passengers and crew of three 
were found dead in a snowbound can- 
yon near Salt Lake City, Utah.

Tornadoes, striking suddenly on the 


Sabbath, left 16 dead in'three South- 
ern states, scores of injured and a 
heavy property loss. 


The storms late Sunday extended 


from Louisiana to North Carolina, 
with Mississippi reporting 10 dead, Al- 
abama 3, Georgia 2, and Louisiana 1.

Orleans when a power line snapped 
in a high wind and hail storm.

killed near CaiTollton, Ga., when their 
home was demolished. 


Machinery was idle in the Piedmont 


section of the Carolines after a dis- 
astrous wind and rain storm which 
wrecked buildings, power and com- 
munication lines, and injured at least 
two persons.

in a little over two hours before day-

The record for this winter 
wus established January 3 when 2.5 
inches fell in one 24-hour period.

from Stall Lake City to Cheyenne, 
Wyo., Friday. 


Rescue parties pushed through the 


snow from Salt Lake Ci^y after the 
smashed airplane was sighted from 
the^air aT'd'usk, arid flashed back the' 
news that the craft's five passengers 
and crew of three were dead. 


Pilot Lloyd Anderson, a 32-year-old 


flier with 7,000 hours' experience, ap- 
parently .. had 
brushed 
the 
plane 


against a knoll in seeking to sur- 
mount the Wasatch mountains or the 
plane 
had 
developed 
mechanical 


trouble in the murky weather of Fri- 
day.. Apparently the group met death 
instantly. 


The body of Miss Mary Carter, 


stewardess, was found intact. Those 
of the two pilots and the five pas- 
sengers were mangled. 


The wreckage was found only 20 


miles from Salt Lake City at the top 
of Parley's canyon, leading out of the 
Salt Lake valley. Searching planes 
had covered hundreds of square milos 
in hunting the lost ship during the 
previous 50 hours.

spoiling them.

The other.is undermined and this is 
not only a sad state of affairs but a 
tragic one.

an hers. Nature made it that way 
and it is good. Each must remember 
this, accept it and be tolerant.

Most 
friction is a result of one parent sens- 
ing the rope being pulled too far the 
ether way—the faliifiv realizing that 
his wife is doing loo much excusing 
and humoring, or the mother resent- 
ing a growing grouch and impatience 
on the part of her husband. 


Holding a Child's Faith 


For parents to discuss quite amiab-

These four mil- 
lions hold all the power in tho new 
Germany, except tha tropresentsd by 
the army.

ment, for since December 1, 1933, its 
oath is one of allegiance not ot the 
president or to the constitution, but to 
"people in tho fatherland"—and no, 
army officer or private will deny that 
Hitler represents the people.
